Khrushchev Visit 


Represents Change 


Must Outproduce Russia 
As the calendar tells off the days before 
the arrival of Nik ita Khru shchev a nu mber 
of incidental developments are beginning to 
bear fru it. 
The event, and its preceding visit of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower to London and Eu ropean 
capitals, has enhanced the victory pros­ 
pects for England’s conservative Macmillan 
government. It has given hope that Gen. 
De Gau lle, of France, will play easier to 
get. And in this cou ntry it has given rise to 
expectations that President Eisenhower and 
Premier Khru shchev will somehow bring 
fo rth a n u nderstanding that will end cu r­ 
rent tensio ns. 
There is every reason to believe that the 
truculent premier will be as polite as he 
kno ws how. And why not? His cou ntry has 
•m erged from 15 years of anxiety. It took 
It tha t long to reach a nu clear and military 
position where, as it feels, national su rvival 
is a shared qu estion smd not a one-sided one. 
A grea t deal may tak e place when the two 
heads o f government confer to relieve the 


fear of nu clear war. Arms competency of 
both the East and the West mak e that the 
only safe cou rse. 
Bu t it will be a mistak e to assu me that 
East-West competition is a matter of arms 
alone. Nothing can be constru ed in the visit 
to mean that Ru ssia does not expect to con­ 
tinu e on in the fields of geopolitical and 
economic conqu est. 
The field of concern mu st necessarily 
shift. Ru ssia with a captive society po.ses a 
formidable economic threat to an America 
which is u sed to its good life and which has 
had to adju st its prices to mak e it possible. 
The answer seems to be more produ ctive 
abu ndance — a matter of holding and ex­ 
panding world mark ets on the cheaper by 
the dozen principle. This is a field in which 
America has always excelled and it is the 
one way to offset the type of produ ction that 
gets its prices by refu sing a decent living 
to its people. 
The time has come when America can 
qu it deploring its su rplu ses and thank ing 
providence that it has them. 


A month ago President Eisenhower sent 
the name of Major General David M. Shou p 
to su cceed the retiring Lieu tenant General 
Verne J. McCall as commandant of the U.S. 
Marine Corps. 
As far as can be determined, and there 
seems to be no dispu te on the point, General 
Shou p is a good marine, competent for the 
top post. 
Bu t now one month later the last five of 
the Corps lientenant generals have an­ 
nou nced « arly retirement. The other three 
sou ght retirement 30 days ago. In terms of 
the immediate fu tu re the Marine Corps 
stands withou t top rank ing officers. 
On the su rface the issu e appears simple. 
The top rank ing Marine brass walk ed ou t 
becau se the President overslau ghed their 
rank in elevating a lesser officer. They re­ 
fu sed to stand for it. 
It is hu man natu re to give the back of the 
hand to people who pick u p the glove and 
bat and go home becau se their vanity was 
hu rt. The indignant lieu tenant generals will 
come in for criticism. 


Acting In Character 
Bu t there is a deeper issu e. The lieu tenant 
generals did not qu it, each becau se he didn’t 
get the top job. All bu t one of them was al­ 
ways doomed becau se there is only one 
commandant. Moreover, mass retirement is 
the last step for men who have had fu ll 
careers and at best are bu t a short distance 
from retirement. In this respect the issu e 
has to do with the precedent and fiber 
which has characterized the Marine corps, 
a defense of the principle that the rising of­ 
ficer gels there in tu rn withou t the benefit 
of official short circu iting. You sweat it ou t 
in the Marine Corps, which has no taste for 
the doctrine that there are easier ways of 
getting there—the latter in the opinion of 
the hard bitten, bronzed Marine general 
being poor pablu m for the sweating for­ 
ward look ing ju nior officers. 
The generals may seem high headed, bu t 
the fact that the Marine Corps is the 
vau nted institu tion that it is rests with su ch 
au stere principles for which these men are 
ready to accept professional oblivion to de­ 
fend. 


WASHINGTON 
— 
N ow 
that President Eisenhower is 
free 
of 
the 
paternalistic 
hands of John Foster Du lles 
on foreign affairs, and Sher­ 
man Adams on domestic af­ 
fairs, some of his right-wing 
acivisers want him to qu it 
being a leader. They cau tion 
that he’s gone too far in in­ 
viting Khru shchov to t he 
United States and want him 
to maneu ver a retreat. 
They u rge that Ik e gi v e 
Khru shchev 
a 
cou rteou s 
bru sh-off and send him home 
with nothing more accom­ 
plished than face-saving for­ 
malities. 
Partly as a resu lt of this 
needling Ik e has a slight 
tou ch of the jitters on the 
eve of Khru shchev’s arrival. 
Bu t to meet this criticism, 
the State Department ha s 
brou ght Henry Cabot Lodge, 
U.S. ambassador to the Unit­ 
ed Nations, to Washington to 
prepare for a secret mission. 
Lodge 
w i l l 
chaperon 
Khru shchev on 
his cross­ 
cou ntry tou r, which is n o t 
secret. What is secret is the 
fact Lodge will serve as a 
sort of verbal sparring part­ 
ner for the Soviet leader. 
Lodge has spent days read­ 
ing everything Khru shchev 
has ever said or done with a 
view to refu ting any of the 
Soviet leader’s wisecrack s or 
propaganda statements. The 
resu lt may be a 13-day ru n­ 
ning debate between the two. 
Meanwhile what some of 


Ik e’s 
reactionary 
needlers 
don’t seem to realize is that 
extremely important devel­ 
opments have tak en place in­ 
side Ru ssia since Stalin died, 
plu s one or two in the United 
States. 
Dev elo pment No . 1 Is that 
Khru shchev has exactly the 
same trou bles with his own 
right-wing advisers as 
Ike, 
They claim he is going too 
far in cu rrying favor with 
the United Stales. 
Dev elo pment No . 2 is the 
fact that Khru shchev also 
has trou bles with Red China. 
The Red Chinese consider 
themselves the original Com­ 
mu nists; the su perior people 
of the world. While the Ru s­ 
sian people have gone in for 
more capitalism and a high­ 
er standard of living, t he 
Chinese have gone in for ju st 
the opposite. They have ac­ 
cepted more au sterity. 
Dev elo pment No . 3 is the 
manner in which the Ru ssian 
)eople have drifted a w a y 
rom the pu re Commu nism 
of the Stalin era. The average 
.American may not realize it, 
bu t Khru shchev’s domestic 
policies are a wild departu re 
from the orthodoxy of Marx 
and Stalin. 
Dev elo pment No . 4 is the 
peace u rge in the United 
States. P art of it is based on 
a sense of fru stration; t he 
feeling that the problem of 
the atomic bomb is so im­ 
mense that the average citi­ 
zen can do nothing abou t it.

Public Works Passes 
Nebrask a and most other states will re­ 
joice at the news that the Hou se and Senate 
have overridden President Eisenhower’s 
veto of the pu blic work s bill. This is the 
bill which provides fu nds for constru ction 
of flood control and irrigation projects 
across the nation, inclu ding seven import­ 
ant programs for Nebrask a. 
There wou ld appear to be little if any 
political significance to the congre.ssional 
action against the veto. The Democratic 
majority in both hou ses will be held re­ 
sponsible, of cou rse, for this total $1.185.309 .- 
09 3 addition to the national bu dget. Bu t this 
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is a responsibility the Democrats shou ld 
welcome. One Nebrask a Repu blican, Rep. 
Phil Weaver, can share in this responsibility 
along 
with 
Democratic 
Representatives 
Don McGinley and Larry Brock . 
The other Nebrask a Hou se member. Re­ 
pu blican Glenn Cu nningham of Omaha, and 
both Nebrask a .senators, Carl T. Cu rtis and 
Homan Hru sk a, voted to su .stain the Presi­ 
dent’s veto. One might wonder if Sen, Cu rtis 
voted for the bill in the Senate only last 
Tu esday with the conviction that the vote 
wou ld mak e no difference anyway since 
Eisenhower’s veto was a certainty. 
It is impossible to estimate the total valu e 
to Nebrask a to come from projects which 
will be moved along with fu nds provided 
throu gh this bill. It is reliably estimated 
that 1,705,380 irrigated acres of land in .Ne­ 
brask a in 1957 provided an additional crop 
valu e to this state of nearly $80 million, 
figu red at 1954 price levels. 
This is $80 million pu mped into the econ­ 
omy of this state throu gh irrigation alone. 
And this does not accou nt for added valu e 
not estimated on 62,000 acj*es of irrigated 
su gar beets. Nor does it inclu de anything 
for flood control benefits or u ndergrou nd 
water recharge. 
Those who talk abou t economy, inflation 
or “ pork barrel” legislation are going to 
have a difficu lt time writing off these bene­ 
fits. Programs su ch as these irrigation and 
flood control measu res can hardly be called 
bu rdensome expenses when they mak e su ch 
significant contribu tions to the income of an 
area. Those who oppose this k ind of legis­ 
lation simply fail to see the relationship be­ 
tween sou nd investment in expansion and 
the corresponding rise in the level of ou r 
economy.

Hopes a re undoubtedly higher a t KU this fa ll tha n a ny­ 
where else in the Big 8 except Okla homa a nd possibly Mis­ 
souri. In other words, J a yha wk followers think they’re loa d­ 
ed. 
Earl Morey of the Lawrence Journal-World is as close 
to the KU scene as anyone, with the ob vious ex ception of 
Mitchell and his aides. 
Morey predicts enthusiastically that Kansas will wun 7 
and lose only 3—if it can get b y Missouri, 6-4 if it can’t. 
This means the Jayhawks’ local press is counting on 
New Years in Miami. 
Morey sees KU losing to TCU and Syracuse in the first 
2 games, then successive victories over Boston, Neb raska 
and Kansas State b efore another loss to Oklahoma. 
Referring to the Nebra ska ga me, Ea rl sa ys: “ The Hus­ 
kers will be a better club tha n the one KU whipped, 29 -7, 
in ’58.
